You muſt pray for peace, and purſue too the things 
thar belong to your peace. Vee obtain great 'Vietories, 
but have no skill touſe ther, Y-»cere ſcis Hannibal, uti witto- 
rianeſcs, the time of action we while away in conſultation, 
and improve not thoſe pretious advantages which God 
puts into our hands; Dum moliuntus dum comuntur annum eſt, 
whileſt armies might bee ſubdued,and kingdomes reduced, 
wee ſtand recruting our unbreken Forces, like tedious mu- 
ſitians more in tuning then in-playing. | 


Scuh tiring remoras, GOD help us, hang up-

- burtheir ſubſtanceroo,the pooreſt widowher mite,8 every 
one not only his -zize,but his m7z/t allo we ſhould al lay out 
ourſelves in all our abilities,even ſtretch our ſelves to our ut- 
moſt poſſibilities, ready ro ſpend and bee ſpent upon the 
purchaſe of peace. _ | 

Secondly, for an uſe of exhortation,the duty that I preſſe 
is no lip labour, there is more 1n 1t then aske and have, 
pray and ſpeed; the Kingdome of heaven ſuffers violence,

peſt riſeth, & one deep callerh,&c. you may ride on though: 
the great billow rowles towards you, even in the deep wa- 
terfloods your {pirirs need not faint,nor your heart faile;bur 
you may lift up rhe creſt, and bear up your heads; and be of 
good cheare, Youcarry not Ceſar,but Chriſt:Nay, as in the. 
old Embleme of Saint Chriſtopher,you beare not Chriſt,hur
